Woody, an employe of the street de- 
tiartuient of the city, when he wa* 
going through the alley early this 
morning. Woody noticed the box and 
noted the neat way it had been tied 
np. He did not ojien the box on ao- 
connt of the stench, bnt reported the 
matter to Officer* Rogers and Johnson, 
who in company with Lioense Inspec- 
tor Ed. Clark went to the place and 
opened tne box. finding the remains 
of the child inside. 

They notified Coroner Peal, who 
took the body to the Nanoe & Spauld- 
ing undertaking establishment. 
Coroner Peal will not hold an inquest 
and ordered the remains bnried. 

Coroner Peal made an examination 
of the body bnt it was badly discolor- 
ed and decomposed and nothing oonld 
be learned about it.

In Louiaville some time ago 
tne jailer refused to take soldiers 
thus ordered confined and it waa 
then intended to bring a test caae and 
have the question settled once for all, 
but it was never done. 

Sometime ago [when Sheriff Lee 
Potter, of this oonnty, waa given a 
lot of warrants for local member* of 
the militia who failed to report for 
in«]iection, he deolined to aerve them, 
and the anthorities had to tend a 
squad after the delinquent members.

Tlie mayor was authorized to sign 
on behalf of the oity a sixty days’ 
option on the Old Fort property for 
$5,700. This dors not mean that the 
projierty will neoessarily be purchased. 

The mayor announced that the board 
of health had elected two sanitary off! 
cers, but that he thought only one was 
nacessary. The city pest house keeper, 
ha statod, was idle a part of the time, 
although under salary, and might ho 
used as a sanitary officer. He didn’t 
•ay what the city would do when 
patients got in the pest house, but be 
was instructed by the conncil to order 
Mr. Wheelia to do the work of one of 
tho offioera. If the aldetmen concur, 
one of the two newly eleoted sunitary 
oflioers will be dispensed with. 

The ordinanoe repealing the 10:30 
dosing ordinance was handed in with 
the mayor’s veto, but the members 
promptly passed it over bis veto, us 
toe ordinance is no better than no 
ordinance at all, never having been 
enforoed. Mr. Kiglesberger voted to 
sustain the veto. 

Anditor Alex Kirkland stated that 
a number of inquiries bad come in 
from eastern concerns relative to Pa- 
dneah's repudiation of the over-the- 
river bonds a few year. ago. A circu- 
lar letter was prepared and submitted, 
giving u full explanation of the affair, 
and the oonuoil approved it and or- 
dered it sent out to those desiring to 
know aboot it, before bidding on tbe 
new bond issue. 

Necessary money was ordered ad- 
vanoed to Aoree and Neimann, who 
are bnilding tbe Tenth and Jones 
street Bre station. 

A petition was received stating that 
Judge James Campbell bad built a 
fence on a public alley opening into 
Broadway between 12th and 13th, und 
a- king that he be compelled to remove 
it. Referred to the board of public 
works. 

First paasage was given to an ordi- 
nance prescribing a hue of from $5 to 
$2. r > for taking books from the public 
library without following the rules, 
or for keeping a book for longer than 
two weeks, a Bne of from $5 to $100.

brloka simply thrown in loose behind 
without even laying them in couraea, 
ranch less uaing any mortar.

Merch- 
ants are having harder work avsry 
day to secure good fire insurance, anil 
slowly but surely smaller oomiwule* 
are being forced out of business It 
la time for tbe pnblio to realize that 
tbe insurance comiwnies must have 
it* co operaiton.
